WASHINGTON, August 11.—The 
last rites for the dead were to-day 
performed, according to the ordi- 
vances of the Roman Catholic 
Church, for Philip Henry Sheri- 
dan, General of the Army of the 
United States, aud his body was 
laid to rest in the beautiful Ar- 
lington cemetery—city of the sol- 
dier dead. | 

The event was marked by a gen- 
eral suspension of public business. 
The ceremonies throughout were 
iu keeping with the character of 
the man—a strict adherence to al- 
most military simplicity in all the 
arrangements, a heavy field ar- 
tillery cassion being used for his 
hearse, 

A procession of a single thou- 
sand erect, sturdy soldiers, who 
had seen service, best befitted the 
clusing scenes of so great a soldier. 

The services were held in St. 
Matthew’s Church, where the re- 
muius laid in state since Thursday 
afternoon, At 9 o'clock the doors 
opened, and ticket holders ad- 
mitted. They wére conducted to 
seats by aids in full uniform, Sol- 
diers and police maintained order 
outside of the church. 

Some time before the ceremony 
commenced carriages bearing the 
members of the diplomatic corps, 
Senators and Representatives in 
Congress began to arrive, and the 
body of the church was speedily 
filled. ä 

At 9:30 the pall-bearers, headed 
by General Sherman in full uni- 
form, entered. Svon after, the 
joint committee of Congress were 
conducted to seats. They wore
